Havana, April 15.—In reprisal for 
the recent assassination of Sen or Men 
endez, the Conservative mayor of that 
place, Jose Fernandez, the defeated 
Liberal candidate for mayor of Cien- 
fuegos, was killed. 
Special Police 
man Eustaquiao Ordonez, who was 
very fond of Mayor Menendez, entered 
a cafe where Fernandez was seated 
with some friends, and said: 
“ I am 
going to kill you, and want to do it 
like a man." 
Ordonez began shooting at once and 
• mptied his revolver before anyone 
could Interfere. 
Fernandez, who had 
stood up when Ordonez began firing, 
fall on a table and pulled it over with 
him when he fell to the floor.

dez died two hours later from a bullet 
wound in his head.

OT long after the accession of 
Tope Pius X. one of his inti­ 
mate friends declared, “ Ile is 
the most 
human of all the 
popes.” 
That remark, justified by countless 
incidents brought to light siuce that 
time, affords a key to the character of 
the pontiff whose reign in many re­ 
spects has been one of the most re­ 
markable in tho history of the church. 
In the first few days of the reign of 
Pope Pius it became apparent that he 
would not conform to the rigid eti­ 
quette of the Vatican. 
He had been 
elected to tile highest ecclesiastical of­ 
fice contrary to his expectations and 
wishes, and lie disliked the formality 
which ages of precedent had imposed 
upon his station. 
It is related that a delegation of 
monks of some order sought an audi­ 
ence with the pope. 
According to Vati­ 
can etiquette as observed by other pen- j familiarly

After chatting awhile 
the pope smiled and remarked:

It was with the deepest sorrow 
that the populace received the news of 
their beloved patriarch’s election as 
pope. notwithstanding their approval 
of the chol*'I* 
Cardinal Sarto himself 
declared he would have preferred his 
patriarchate had the choice been left to 
him. 
When Cardinal Sarto departed for 
the papal conclave in 1903 nothing was 
further from his mind thau the thought 
that lie would be elected successor to 
Pop© Leo X III. 
He bought a return 
ticket to Venice and seemed to be in­ 
tent on hastening home as soon as he 
had done his part of the work at Rome. 
Ile was elected Aug. 4, after several 
days of balloting, during which he 
steadily gained in favor as a compt*© 
mise candidate, agreed on by two ap 
parent factions which then seemed to 
be at variance on certain points. But It 
is said Cardinal Sarto, of all the dele­ 
gates, did not foresee the final result 
of the voting until his election was as 
sn red by the two-thirds vote.

NEW MAMMOTH CAVE IN UTAH 


G reat Cavern Fo und N e a r Ogden by a 


R an ch m an . 
A lieu Mammoth eave, which prom 
ise- to I*** Interesting from a historical 
as vvell ais I geological standpoint, has 
been found in the mountains near Prom­ 
ontory jm*|lit, eighteen miles from Og­ 
den, I tall. It was discovered by Thom­ 
as Whitaker, a ranchman, and ills ac­ 
count of what he -Alw there created 
-o much interest that a party of pro­ 
fessor- at the Enfversity of Utah im 
mediately began making plans for an 
exploration trip through the eave. 
It I- believed that Whitaker is the 
first white man who ever entered th** 
cave, ai- tin* surrounding country is so 
barren that ti** on** has lived then* 
within th** memory of civilized men.
